A MATTER OF PRICE 

Among the bills which went by the board in the 
closing days of the session at Ottawa was one to 
amend the Shipping Act. The purpose was to pre- 
vent United States vessels carrying Canadian grain 
from Canadian upper lake ports to Buffalo and 
there trans-shipping it for Montreal. 

The withdrawal of that privelege would give 
Canadian shipping lines a monopoly of the Cana- 
dian wheat trade on the great lakes. That is the 
purpose, and the bill is to be revived at next 
session. 

Provided lake freight rates are to be brought 
under effective regulation, western wheat growers 
will probably have little objection to offer. The 
rates being the same, they would prefer that their 
grain be handled by Canadian boats. 

But without such restriction the growers are 


likely to be heard from when the bill reappears. 
charges are 


cht 


With wheat at present prices, freight 
two or three times as important to the grower as 
they were three years ago. He is patriotic, but 
there is a limit to what he can pay for the privilege 
of preventing foreign boats carrying his wheat. 


MILITARISTS IN CONTROL 

The army and navy apparently won out in their 
demand for political control in Japan. The new 
premier is Admiral Saito, and he is to form a coal- 
ition government 

That probably means the end of the crisis, and 
peace in Japan's politics. That it brightens the 
prospects for international peace is a different 
proposition. 

Japan needs more territory and must have it if 
its surplus population are to find homes under their 
own flag. And Japan's military and naval leaders 
are very confident that they are able to take and 
hold the needed territory, even in face of a threat 
of having to fight Russia again. 

Premier Inukai was killed, apparently, because 
he consented to withdraw Japanese troops from 
Shanghai and abandon operations there, as a means 
of placating foreign opinion. A gov ment dom- 
inated by the milit leaders is hardly being set 
up to continue that policy, may be expected to care 
less about foreign opinion, and is quite likely to 
exercise “liberty of action” in using force against 
China. 


« WASTING TIME AT LAUSANNE

The United States has a vast accumulation of 
gold. Germany has very little, and is off tae gold 
standard, They stand at the extremes in tis regard.

‘Two things these countries have in common. a 
sky-high tariff and an idle army. Germany d the 
U.S. led the world in building tariffs to shut out 
foreign products.

The Passing Show

Amelia Earhart Putnam a week ago today, flew 
the Atlantic alone. Her facial resemblance to 
Lindbergh had been previously commented on. 
Now she has emulated the Lindbergh flight, save 
that she flew from Newfoundland to Ireland and 
he from New York to Paris. Like Lindbergh she 
has made a wealthy marriage. Let us hope the 
parallel will go no further, and that she may be 
spared from any such tragedy as Lindbergh has 
known. 

The excellent time made by Mrs. Putnam on 
her lone flight, recalls that until last Saturday, the 
record for the fastest time was held: by Captains 
Alcock and Browne, the English flyers who were 
the first to make the crossing over ten years ago. 
Alcock and Browne did their work, as Kipling 
would say 

“After the way of the English, 
With straight-flung words and few.” 

So little hub-hub was made about this pioneer 
flight with machine, engine and instruments much 
inferior to those which Lindbergh was able to 
obtain, that there are people today unaware that 
the Atlantic was flown by two English airmen 
years before Lindbergh made his flight.

The successful flight of Mrs. Putnam also re- 
calls that eighty years ago the New York Sun, in 
its issue of April 13, 1844, announced the westward 
crossing of the Atlantic in 74 hours by one Monck 
Mason and three companicns, in a steering balloon 
of Mason's invention. 

The only thing wrong with that announcement 
was that the steering balloon and Monck Mason and 
the three companions were all inventions of the 
imaginative Edgar Allan Poe. Poe was then in the 
U.S. army, stationed at Fort Sumner. His vivid 
imagination conceived the thing as a hoax, which 
he perpetrated on The Sun and the New York 
public, The balloonists were supposed to have 
landed somewhere near Norfolk, the same place 
where John Henry Ananias Curtis saw the kid- 
nappers of the Lindberg baby in Curtis’ cruel hoax 
on Lindberg.

Poe was about seventy years too soon with his 
story for it to be truth. Before Lindberg had flown 
the Atlantic a British dirigible and a German dirig- 
ible had made the trip. Hence Ripley's “believe it 
or not” statement that Lindberg was the 65th man 
to fly the Atlantic. 

Jules Verne in his “Twenty Thousand leagues 
beneath the sea” forecasted the Nautilus in its trip 
to the Polar regions beneath water, just as in his 
“Clipper of the Clouds” he forecasted the Zeppelin 
airships. 

A newspaper man in active work today, got a 
calling down for a “Sunday feature” story he wrote 
for a Toronto paper twenty years ago, in which an 
imaginary farmer in the Niagara peninsula called 
up his imaginary wife in his imaginary home by 
means of an imaginary wireless phone on the im- 
aginary handle of his imaginary plow. He has lived 
to see people talk across the Atlantic by wireless 
phone. 

Scientific achievement has galloped so hard on 
the trail of imagination that almost any fake story 
is made truth within a handspan of year.

An artillery colonel whose refusal to obey orders 
saved the lives of 20,000 men has just been vindi- 
cated by the Military Committee of Congress. 

He is Wilbur Rogers. Rogers was artillery coluncl 
in the U.S. army in the St. Mihiel sector. He re- 
ceived orders to lay down a barrage on observing 
certain rocket signals. The Germans were using 
similar rocket signals. As Rogers could not distin- 
guish one set of signals from the other he refused 
to obey the order, fearing that his artillery barrage 
might cause the loss of 20,000 American troops in 
the sector he was to shell ‘i 

The order was rescinded when the facts became 
known, but as punishment for thinking for himself, 
Rogers was transferred to another sector, 

His case was brought up before a military court 
of enquiry. The court held that Rogers’ refusal had 
averted a tragedy and exonerated him. The War 
Department, doubtless fearing the consequences if 
officers were allowed to use their brains and think 
for themselves ordered him to be retired from the 
army as a class B major, without the right to use 
his army title or to wear uniform. 

After these years Rogers managed to get the 
case reopened before the’ House Military committee 
with the result that he has now got a vote of vin- 
dication, 

The proud motto of the soldier is “I do not think, 
I obey.” What would happen to the armies of the 
world if the motto should change to “I do not obey, 
I think?”

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Health and Diet Advice 
By Dr. Frank McCoy 


Ripe, luscious cherries are among the most 
tempting of fruits. They havé been usel by men for 
many thousands of years. The cherry tree grows 
wild in many parts of Europe, and the Caucasus of 
Asia. Cultivated cherries were familiar to the 
ancient Romans. It is related that when Lucullus 
returned in triumph to Rome after his victory over 
the Mithridates he carried back with him a cherry 
tree laden with fruit. The seeds of the cultivated 
cherries have also been discovered in the ruins of 
the lake dwellings in Switzerland. The name of the 
cherry is taken from the Greek meaning horn, re- 
ferring to the wood, which is as hard as horn. 

Cherries belong to the stone fruits, or the drupes, 
being of the samo family as plums, peaches and 
apricots. There are over two hundred and fifty 
kinds of cherries, some of them large, small, sweet, 
sour, dark, bright red, firm, soft and some heart- 
shaped. The cherry is grown in more climates than 
any other single fruit, since it is found from Van- 
couver to Newfoundland, and from Florida to Cole 
orado, also growing in Europe, China and Japan. 

In North America the cherry is one of the first 
fruits which appears in the late spring to tempt 
one's appetite after the winter, when “fresh fruit is 
not so plentiful. It's attractive red color, tart flavor, 
and general deliciousness, makes it a very tempting 
fruit at the beginning of the summer fruit season. 

Besides the cherry being used fresh part of the 
year, it is also employed in making beverages. Some 
of these are cherry bounce, cherry cordial, and 
cherry brandy. In the Upper Rhine, the pulp is 
fermented and distilled into Kirshwasser, while 
Zara in Dalmatia, is famed for its maraschino liquor 
of cherries and honey. 

The cherry contains a natural fruit sugar and 
also the vitamines and mineral elements which may 

be lacking in other fruits. They are about 80 per cent 
pure water, and contain almost 1 per cent of malic 
acid, which causes it to be classed with the acid 
fruits. A cherry has one per cent protein, 16 per cent 
carbohydrates, 8 per cent fat, 7 per cent mineral 
matter, consisting of a good amount of potassium, 
iron, magnesium and silicon. 

The cherry season is short and everyone should 
make use of the cherries while they are abundant. 
While cherries are especially wholesome when used 
by themselves, they do not combine well with many 
foods, and iherefore have the reputation of causing 
indigestion. 

During the hot weather it is a good plan to make 
a meal of cherries alone, and as much as a pound or 
more can be eaten in this way. Cherries also com- 
bine well with milk, especially if the cherries are 
chewed and the milk sipped slowly in between. The 
quality of cherries and milk to make a good com- 
bination may surprise many people, but it should be 
borne in mind that even a small amount of bread 
or cake used at the same time would likely cause 
trouble in the otherwise good combination. 

Cherry fasts, using no other foods for a few days, 
are especially valuable in pimples, whiteheads and 
other skin eruptions. Of course, enemas should be 
used at the same time just as in any fast regime. 

The cherry fast is very healthful and assists in 
clearing the skin. The best way to do is to use all! of 
the cherries you wish for a meal, making three 
meals a day of them. Those who are overweight will 
do well to use a cherry fast of five to ten days, 
Those who are underweight do not need to fear 
using the cherry fast for a day or two at a time for 
the beneficial effect will be seen in a short time in 
an increased appetite for other meals and a greater 
power to assimilate other foods. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: E.D. asks: “When is a tooth consid- 
ered dead, and should dead teeth always be ex- 
tracted?” 

ANSWER: A tooth is considered dead after the 
nerve dies, or, if the nerve has been removed. It is 
not always necessary to extract a dead tooth, how- 
ever, unless some pus formed about the root. 

QUESTION: Neil writes; “Please tell me what 
causes the arms to go to sleep and get numb at 
night. Is this because of high blood pressure?” 

ANSWER: If you know you have high blood 
pressure, you have doubtless answered your own 
question, as this does cause the arms to become 
numb. Valvular leakage of the heart is also some- 
times responsible for poor circulation and numb- 
ness of the arms,
